Three weeds of European origin, Kickxia elatine 
(L.) Dumort., Chaenorhinum minus (L.) Lange 
and Senecio viscosus L., have been recently reported 
introduced into Japan as new aliens. While the first 
was collected at a site near Narita in Chiba Prefec- 
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ture in 1992, the other two were found growing in 
sandy waste sites along the coast of the Bay of To¬ 
kyo between Chiba and Tokyo prefectures in 1994. 

In addition, Convolvulus pilosellifolius Desr. of 
Mediterranean region, and Senecio blochmaniae E.L. 
Green of the United States were also discovered 


growing in sunny waste places in the Kobe and the 
Tokyo Bay areas in 1994. These weeds may have 
possibly been migrated into Japan hiding in the 
cargoes that arrived at these ports from Europe and 
the U.S.A., respectively
